Ministers and People. 


In the statement which we printed yes- 
terday Mr. Kevin O'Hi ins explained the 
nature and causes of the differences that 
exist in the ranks of the Free State 
Government's party. He dissipated. a 
variety of alarming rumours about an im: 
pending crisis of the first magnitude. The 
moderate persons in the Cumann na 
nGaedheal are in a large majority, and no 
devastating ‘‘ ultimatum” is likely to 
trouble President Cosgrave’s well-deserved 
holiday at Nice. It appears that after the 
unsatisfactory results of the recent by- 
elections the party, in conjunction with 
Ministers, decided to reorganise its 
electoral machinery. A new committee 
was established under the chairmanship of 
Mr. J. J. Walsh; and while “ Unionists "’ 
were not invited to join the party, some 
persons were taken into council who in 
former years had no association with the 
Sinn Fein movement. This was a sensible 
procedure; for the chief weakness of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal is its failure to 
represent the most progressive and most 
substantial elements in the State. A 
minority in the party, however, resents 
this broadening of its basis. Some of 
these people never have given an honest 
acceptance to the country’s new status in 
the Commonwealth of British Nations; 
and some of them seek to bring back into 
the party the group of so-called constitu- 
tional Republicans who have resigned their 
seats in Dail Hireann. Such a recon- 
ciliation, as Mr, O’Higgins points out, 
cannot be effected unless the Government 
and the majority of the party are willing 
to agree “‘ that Army officers are entitled 
to be politicians, are entitled to mutiny, 
are entitled, having mutinied, to remain 
in, or return to, the Army.” This issue, 
Mr, O'Higgins says plainly, the ‘present 
Government is not prepared to discuss with 
any body of politicians. In that. view, as 
we believe, the mass of the people will 
stand solidly behind the Government. Mr. 
O’Higgins’s statement has cleared the air 
and has deprived rumour and insinuation 
of any further power for mischief. 
Hitherto the Government has given too 
little of its confidence to the country. 
When it has anything to fear from pub- 
licity it may be sure that it is in the 


Dissatisfied politicians. in all lands 
suffer from a common: delusion. _ They, 
think that their excessive interest in their 
own grievances and ambitions is shared 
by the general public. We venture to say 
that the public’s chief feeling about the 
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intrigues in the Free State Goveenment's Í 
party will be a feeling of impatience and |. 
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country’s most ardent desire is for 
stability and progress. If it gets any sort 
of decent leadership, it will refuse to be 
dragged back into the vortex of economic 
confusion and political unrest. '

Signot Mussolini’s Retreat. 
Whatever may be the faults of Signor 
Benito Mussolini, lack of courage certainly 
is not one of them. Much of his success 
has been due to his remarkable habit of 
defying his own party, and he always has 
‘his opponents at a considerable. disad- 
vantage, inasmuch as they never know 
what he will do next. In. 1923 the 
Fascisti Government dealt a heavy blow at 
democratic institutions when it introduced 
its absurd electoral law, the effect of which 
was to ensure to the Mussolini party virtu- 
ally two-thirds of the total number of 
seats in the Chamber. There was no 
excuse for this law, save its author’s 
frank confession that he was determined 
to retain political power in his own 
hands. at any cost to the democratic 
instincts of the Italian people. He 
was wrong, and now he has admitted 
his mistake. Without a word of warning 
to his party he suddenly announced, in 
the most nonchalant manner, on Sunday, 
that he had decided to scrap the new 
electoral law and to return to the simple 
method of pre-Fascisti days. His state- 
ment staggered the Chamber, and the 
Fascist majority was thunderstruck. . It 
was certain that it would not be disturbed 
during the next five years, and Signor 
Mussolini’s decision means that general 
elections must be held during next April. 
There is not the slightest doubt 
that out of the three hundred Fascisti 
deputies who sit at present in the Chamber 
scarcely one hundred will be returned at a 


Signor Mussolini himself should have 
signed their political death warrant has 
caused consternation among his most 
fervent supporters. That was the un- 
kindest cut of all. Signor Mussolini 
defended the law in and out of season 
against its many critics, and now he has 
swept it aside, apparently without the 
slightest regard for his followers’ con- 
venience. 

|. There has been a vast change in Italy 
during the past year. Since the Matteotti 
murder public opinion has: turned very 
largely against the Fascisti, and the 
arrogance of loca] leaders has done Signor 
Mussolini and his party an enormous 
amount of harm. In the autumn the 
opposition groups, which had. been reduced 
by the electoral law to a helpless handful 
of members, decided to boycott the Chamber 
altogether, and met in another part of 
Rome, where they passed resolutions and 
generally attracted far more attention 
than they could have attracted in the 
Chamber itself. Signori Giolitti, Orlando 
and Salandra, however, remained in Par- 
liament as unofficial representatives of 
Italian Liberalism, and it seems that their 
criticism, reinforced by the growing in- 
fluence of the opposition in the country, 
was chiefly responsible for Signor Musso- 
lini’s change of front.on Sunday. The 
Fascist experiment might have been a 
ná guccess if moderation had been 
exercised by its adherents. In fact, it has 
been a failure. The Italian people are 
sick of it and yearn for a return to poli- 
tical responsibility. They are essentially 
a politically-minded people, and their 
virtual disfranchisement by the Fascisti 
has been a bitter experience for them. 
They realise now that efficiency may be 
bought at too high a price, and, as soon 
as. they are provided with an opportunity 
of expressing their views, the days of the 
young men with the castor oil bottles and 
the manganelli will be numbered. 
Medieval methods of government are im- 
possible in an educated community. For 
a time they may seem to succeed through 
intimidation and terrorism, but ultimately 
democracy will not be denied; and that 
fact applies to Italy as much as it applies 
to Ireland.

German is spoken more 
commonly than any other foreign language 
at Angora, and, with the exceptions of 
few minor Powers, Germany is the only 
country that has established diplomatic 
headquarters at the new capital. Constan- 
tinople has infinitely better facilities for 
communication with the outside world, 
and there is considerable reluctance on the 
part of the Great Powers, including 
Britain, to discard their comfortable head- 
quarters there for the uncertain and ex- 
pensive hospitality which Angora is able 
to offer. The Special Correspondent olf 
The Times writes of Angora that “ nothing 
has yet been done to clear up the! un- 
sightly waste of the burnt-out Armenian 
quarter. It remains a dirty, unkempt 
area given up to ruins.” We who live in 
Dublin can have some sympathy with the 
inhabitants of the new Turkish capital.

GOOD NEWS FOR POSTAL 
WORKERS.

The Government has arrived at a de- 
cision which should mean a. substantial 
bonus for many Irishmen ar a the next 
few weeks. It will be recalled that the 
Government resisted the contention of 
certain men employed in the Post Office, 
who had joined the forces voluntarily for 
war service, that they had a right to 
receive as salary the bonus which was 
granted to their comrades who remained 
at home. A case was fought in which Mr. 
R. 8. Sutton won the victory in the House 
of Lords after the case had been tried 
three times. The authorities responsible 
have decided not to contest the claims 
any furthef, and the two milion pounds 
involved Will be disbursed. The amounts 
vary from small to fairly large sums, and 
one sorter will receive as much as one 
hundred and twenty pounds. Postal 
workers in Ireland who come within the 
category will participate in the distribu- 
tion. 


Dominion Meat. 


It is stated to-day that the British Govern- 
ment has decided that the Dominions are 
to be allowed to import meat into this 
country under licence to the full extent 
of the difference between our consumption 
and the home production. If the Dominions 
fail to make up the deficiency, then foreign 
meat will be permitted to come in. At 
present the British Isles produce only halí 
of the meat consumed, and during the past 
eleven months of the present year the 
sum of four and a half millions was paid 
to the Argentine for frozen beef. The 
scheme is one submitted to the Govern- 
ment by Mr. Hassan, the resident repre- 
sentative in Great Britain of the Aus- 
tralian Meat Council. I understand, how- 
ever, that no actual decision has been 
reached in this matter, but the Govern- 
ment is giving the whole question 
sympathetic consideration.

Baenos Aires.

In connection with the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to the Argentine next 
year, it appears to have been overlooked 
that the King, with his brother, the Duke 
of Clarence, paid a visit to the country 
some forty years ago. They were touring 
the world on the Bacchante, and the 
vessel was run up the River Plate. Buenos 
Aires in those days resembled an old 
Spanish Colonial town, and when the two 
Princes went ashore there was little to 
see or do. The best entertainment that 
could be arranged was a cricket match 
among the British residents. This, how- 
ever, could not take place; for rain {ell 
in streams. Buenos Aires is now a great 
modern city with two million inhabitants 

and wonderful entertainment places. 


Reform of the House off Lords. 


The reform of the House of Lords is a 
question which has not yet been discusse:| 
by the Government, but it is known that 
Mr. Baldwin is already devoting atten- 
tion to this problem. Reform has been 
on the minds of the Conservative leaders 
ever since the Parliament Act came into 
operation, but opportunity to take action 
has been lacking. The Prime Minister 
has decided that his present term of office 
shall be marked by an attempt to set up 
a representative and effective Secon: 
Chamber. A number of Peers are creatlv 
interested in the proposal; for they feel 
that the House of Lords is becoming more 
and more ineffective, while its members 
are frequently placed under actual civil 
disabilities, It is now almost generaily 
accepted that no Peer may be Prime 
Minister, and there is an outcry if th 

rincipal Secretaries of State are in the 

pper House. 


The King’s Christmas. 


The King and Queen had a great “send- 
off ” this morning at King’s Cross when 
they left London for Sandringham fo 
Christmas. Both seemed to be in a very 
happy frame of mind, chatted gaily with 
the railway officials, and willingly posed 
for photographs, walking up the platform 
some little distance for a suitable light. 
The crowd gathered in the station cheered 
enthusiastically when the Royal traim 
moved out. The Princess Royal accom- 
panied the King and Queen, while the 
Prince of Wales goes down to York Cottage 
on Wednesday. 


The Radical Group. 


The smallest group in the House o/ 
Commons promises to be the most 
prominent in propaganda work during the 
recess. The ten members who comprise 
the Radical group intend to carry on an 
intensive campaign in the country in 
Janua.y, opening with a demonstration in 
London at which every member is to 
speak. There is no definite intention of 
breaking away from the Liberal Party. 
but the group has set itself the task ní 
proving to its leaders ;jthat a more ad 
vanced policy offers the best means oí 
providing an alternative Government to 
Conservatism on the one hand, and 
Socialism on the other. If it is success- 
ful, it is more likely to detach votes from 
those who hold Conservative principles. 
One of the developments of the near future 
may be the weakening of the Socialists and 
the strengthening of the Radical section 
of the Liberal Party. 


All-Metal Fiying Boat. 


An all-metal flying boat, the first British 
craft of this description, is being tested 
by the Royal Air Force. It has been con- 
structed as an experiment, and, should 
expectations be realised, a larger boat of 
the same description will be built. The 
hull is of duralumin, and is only slightly 
heavier than the ordinary hull built up 
with strips of wood. There are two 
engines, each of 360 horse-power, which 
should be capable of producing sufficient 
power for the maintenance of quite a good 
speed for this type of craft. In any case. 
there is to be an expansion of the flying 
boat branch of the R.A.F., and the present 
experiments are to enable the relative 
merits of wood and metal to be tested in 
actual flying work. 


A Royal Engagement. 


Much. interest is being taken in the 
rumours that a Royal engagement mav 
be announced before long. It is, however, 
not that of the Prince of Wales. The 
lady mentioned is a daughter of one of the 
oldest and most distinguished families in 
the Peerage, and is said to possess a de- 
lightful disposition. If there is truth in 
the rumour, the s ted alliatice would 
be most favourably received throughout 
the country.

The mail boat Scotia, from Holyhead, 
with a large number of passengers and a 
heavy consigninent of mails, was nearly an 
hour behind time in arricing at Kings- 
town yesterday afternoon. 

The storm in the Channel was ore of the 
worst which the-steamer has experienced, but 
she behaved splendidly, and although she 
suffered damage {rom the great volumes oí 
water which fel! on board and swept along 
the decks she brought her passengers safely 
to land. 

When the Scotia emerged from Holyhead 
Harbour a regular harricane, accompanied by 
heavy rain, was coming up the Channel from 
the south-west. The water was lashed into 
a fury, and enormous seas fell with increas. 
ing force on the port side. In order to lessen 
the violence of the impact the captain ordered 
the speed to be lowered. i 

Whei little more than half the distance to 
Kingstown had heen covered an immense 
wave rolled up before the gale and fell on the 
deck with a mighty ciash, bending iron 
plates and injering doors aud rails. 

The windows of the smoking saloon on the 
main decks, where tho glass is three-quarters 
of an inch thick, were smashed by the im- 

act, the iron door of the mail shed was 
orced, and lugcage and newspaper parcels 
were swept about the deck. It was stated 
that one of the passengers had been slightly 
injured by splintered glass. No in- 
juries, however, were reported to any 
of the ships officers, but nearly 
every one of the passengers who landed at 
Kingstown appeared to have suffered from 
sea-sickness. 

The mail-shed, the iron-plated door of which 
was forced open by the weight of water, con- 
tained only the mail bags and luggage, and it 
was learned that the mails suffered very little 
damage.

It is clear, the Note says, that the prin- 
ciple on which the system of sanctions. is 
based conld only be realised if combined with 
treaty obligations, giving members of 
League the t possible. guarantee 
against warlike actions of the disturber of 
the peace, and the statutes of the League do 
not contam this guarantee. The Note con- 
cludes by expressing the hope that the League 
will recognise the justification of German 
apprehensions, and will discover means of 
removing them. The German Government is 
of the opinion that it is possible to take into 
account German interests, whithout thereby 
in any way doing violence to the organisa- 
tion of the League or its work. 

The Note, which is signed Stresemann., re- 
quests Sir Eric Drummond to place the whoie 

uestion before the competent authorities of 
the league at the earliest convenient date. 

The rman Note is accompanied by a 
lengthy annex, which declares that, in view 
of the London Conference and its results, 
the German Government now believes that a 
foundation for useful co-operation with the 
League has been iaid, and has decided to seck 
the admission of Germany to the League 
without delay. It further declares that the 
German Government has no intention of 
claiming special privileges for Germany, but 
expects to be treated on a footing of equality 
in the organisaticns of the League, and pro- 
ceeds to pomt out that so long as the pre- 
sent inequalily of armaments, consequent on 
the disarmament of Germany, continues to 
exist, Germany, unlike other members of the 
League, will not be in a position to take part 
in any coercive measures which may be 
undertaken bv virtue of Article 16 of the 
Covenant. 

Attached to the Note is a copy of a memor- 
andum addressed to the Governments repre- 
sented on the Council of the League on Sep- 
tember 29. In it the German Government, 
referring to Article 1 of the Pact of the 
League of Naiions, states that Germany is 
ready formalivy to declare that she is deter- 
mined to fulfil her international obligations 
without acknowledging thereby Germany's 
sole war guilt. 

e memorandum fiually says that Ger- 
many expects at an opportune moment 
[-u gegebener ceit) to be admitted to the 
mandatory system of the League as regards 
the German Colonies.— (Reuter. ) 


GERMANY’S ARMAMENTS, 


BERLIN, Monday. 

Another semi-official statement on the ex- 
tent of Germany's disarmament appears to- 
day, this time in reply to certain assertions of 
the Z’emps, which a few days ago declared 
that the Allied Governments have in their 
hands documents proving that Germany has 
nos given satisfaction with regard to any of 
the five points laid down by the Conference of 
Am ors. 

The statement reiterates that during the 
past four months the Control Commission has 
had full oppo:tvnity of ascertaining that Ger- 
many has ful Aled her disarmament obliga- 
tions in every field, and that the organisation 
or the German Army corresponds with the 
Allies’ directions, even to the smallest de- 
tail. As to the five points, it is declared that 
a considerable portion of the demands com- 
prised in them has already been fulfilled, 
while negotiations are pending regarding 
others.—(Reuter.)

CAIRO, Monday. 
The Cabinet has definitely decided to

THE SIRDAR’S DRIVER. 


COURAGE AND COOLNESS 


REWARDED. 
CAIRO, Monday. 

Mr. F. H. March, the Australian. who was 
driving the car in which Sir Lee Stack, the 
Sirdar, was driving at the time of the attack 
on. him last month, was to-day presented by 
Lord. Allenby, the High Commissioner, with 
the silver medal of the Civil Division of the 
Order of the British Empire for the gallantry 
that he displayed in driving his car, although 
wounded himself, from the scene of the at- 
tack on to the Residency. A cheque for 
£E5,000 was handed to ‘Mr. March at the 
same time. 

Ihe ceremony took place at the Residency 
in the presence of Lady Allenby, three senior 
Staff officers, representing the British Army in 
Egypt; the judicial and financial advisers, the 
representative of the Sudan Agent, and the 
senior members of the Residency staff. 

In the course of a few brief sentences, Lord 
Allenby paid the highest tribute to Mr. 
March’s remarkable coolness and courage at 
the moment of the attack. By keeping his 
head, his lordship said, at the most, critica! 
and dangerous moment, the driver almost suc- 
ceeded in saving the Sirdar’s life. 

After the presentation of the medal, Lord 
Allenby introduced March to all present, who 
drank his health in champagne. hi ML 

In conversation with the Press Association s 
Special Correspondent, March said it was 
the second occasion on which he had been 
decorated by‘ Lord Allenby, the first time 
being after the battle of: Beersheba, in 1917, 
when he received from the Field-Marshal’s 
hands the Order of the Serbian White Eagle. 
He added that he hoped to return to Australia

The Cabinet has not been the happiest 
family imaginable. Internal differences in 
that quarter came to light almost immediately 
after the mutinous officers’ ultimatum was 
presented to the Government, The publicity 
given to the Devoy-Cohalan intervention or 
mediation effected some improvement in a 
queer situation. Matters, however, were not 
to be remedied so easily. The results of 
the lost by-elections provided yet another 
indication that everything was not as it 
should be with the administration, or with 
the party organisation. There were out- 
spoken criticisms by supporters of the 
Government throughout the country. They

absorbed on the basis of a policy that would 
win the support and adherence of all who be- 
lieve in the ideal of an Irish Republic, and 
who are willing and ready to work for it by 
constitutional means, 

Mr. O’Higgins’s statement yesterday has 
done something to clear the air, and to pre- 
pare the way for an out-of-doors discussion 
on a potentially disquieting situation.

The Irish Boundary Commission com- 
claded its preliminary tour at Derry to- 
day. During thgir fortnight’s stay in 
Ireland the Commissioners have traversed 
a considerable area, and have met, in a 
private, informal way, representatives of 
various public bodies, deputations repre- 
senting different interests, and prominent 
citizens. They appreciate the courtesy 
with which they have been received, and 
the opportunities which have been 
afforded them of gathering information 
and of hearing something of the views 
of different sections. 

It is, of course, understood that state- 
ments made at these informal interviews 
do not take the place of the written re- 
presentations which the Commission has 
announced its readiness to receive, and 
which should be sent in te its London 
office, 6 Clement’s Inn. 

The Commissioners’ movements have 
been reported in the Press from day. to 
day. The Commission, while not -re- 
sponsible for these reports, recpgnises 
that this work of. thé Press representa- 
tives has served a useful purpose. Some 
statements have also appeared in the 
Press as to proceedings at the private 
interviews which have taken place be- 
tween the Commission and deputations. 
No reports of any interviews have been 
authorised by the Commission, and some 
of the statements which have appeared 
are of a misleading character. 

It is necessary to refer more particu- 
larly to statements published to-day to 
the effect that a Nationalist deputation 
which met the Commission at Derry re- 
ceived an assurance, or were given in- 
formation, that the Commission would 
not have any regard to historical con- 
siderations. This statement is incorrect. 
The deputation received no such assur- 
ance, and were given no such informa- 
tion. The gentleman supplying this re- 

rt to the Press appears to have mis- 
understood a hint given to the deputation 
as to the inadvisability of entering into 
long historical disquisitions in the 
financial statement of the case which the 
deputation proposed to put before the 

Commission. At the same time, the at- 
tention of the deputation was drawn to 
the terms of reference. They were told 
that historical considerations which could 
be shown to have a, bearing on the terms 
of reference would not be excluded, and 
reference was made to the bearing of 
history on geographical questions.

EVIDENCE TO BE TENDERED. 

At a special meeting of the Armagh City 
Council last night a resolution was carried by 
ten Nationalist votes to four Unionist votes 
appointing a committee, consisting of the 
Chairman, Mr. Patrick Hughes, Mr. P. JJ. 
McGarvey, Mr. Joseph O'Hagan, and Mr. 
Frank Short, with full Council powers, to 
prepare a statement in relation to the rights 
of the inhabitants of Armagh City to be 
excluded from the jurisdiction of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland and to give evidence 
before the Boundary Commission ;“and that 
the Town Clerk and other officials of the 
Council be directed to supply to the committee 
any statistics or other information required 
by them jn the preparation of this statement, 
and to appear before the Commission as 
witnesses to support the case submitted on 
behalf of the Council. | 

In proposing the resolution, Mr. Short said 
that the Council, representing the people of 
the City of Armagh, were entitled, in response 
to the notice that appeared in the Press on 
the authority of the Boundary Commission, to 
appear as.a public body and tender evidence 
showing why the City of Armagh should not 
be cut off from the rest of Ireland. Every 
citizen was agreed that the permanent 
partition of Ireland would prove in the long 
run a most disastrous step. From the economic 
standpoint alone the upkeep of two Govern- 
ments, two- military forces, two police forces, 
two’ sets of law courts, was an argument 
which should convince any fair-minded 
citizen of the necessity for one Government 
for all Ireland, which would, naturally, result 
in an enormous saving to the taxpayers.

WHEN IS AN EGG FRESH? 


A MILLION A DAY FROM COLD 
STORAGE IN PARIS. 


An interesting question of domestic eco- 
nomy in so far as the buying of eggs is 
ourth 
ber of the Correctional Tribunai in Paris. A 
number of deaiers were prosecuted for deceiv- 
ing their customers on the quality of the eggs 
sold. They pnt forward the argument that, 
as the mi had been kept in cold storage, 
— could be considered as being perfectly 
fresh. 

An expert at the Central Markets was 
rrp to give an answer to the question: 

Loess can an egg be considered fresh ?”’ 
He made the reply that an egg could be con- 
sidered fresh and couid be used for all cook- 
ing purposes when a test showed no signs of 
deterioration. ‘This answer did not satisfy 
the prosecutor, who held that it was muc 
too general and left the door open to poison- 


ng. 

He agreed that eggs were in a perfect state 
of preservation while they remained in cold 
storage, but contended that they showed 
8 of decomposition twenty-four hours 

after they were taken from the refrigerator. 
Then kegs added this interesting detail: A

PROPOSED HALL FOR LEAGUE OF

A sum of 100,000 Swiss francs will be 

laced at the disposal of the jury, to be 

ivided among the architects submitting the 
best plans. 

A programme of the competition will be 
ready in February, 1925, and will be de- 
spatched from Geneva, so that Governments 
and competiters may receive copies on 
approximately the same date. Copies for dis- 
tant countries will, therefore, be despatched 
first. 

The Irish Government will receive @ certain 
nuinber of free copies. 

Single copies can be procured direct from 
Geneva for the sum of 20 Swiss francs, pay- 
able in advance, but will not be forwarded 
until after the Government copies have been 
despatched.
